COLLATING FIFTEENTH CENTURY 
BOOKS* 

Thf, collation of a book is the enumeration 
of the number of leaves according to the way- 
in which they are arranged in quires, and this 
collation should be given whether the quires 
are signed or not. If there are signatures, 
there can be no difficulty in counting the num¬ 
ber of leaves which go to each quire; but 
when there are no signatures, as is the case 
with most books before 1475, the collation is 
a more difficult matter. The first thing to be 
looked at, if the book has no signatures writ¬ 
ten in by hand, is the sewing, which shows the 
centre of the quire and enables the counting of 
leaves from sewing to sewing.f This gives 
only the halves of two quires, and therefore 
recourse must be had to the watermarks. In 
a folio, if one leaf has a watermark the corre¬ 
sponding leaf which forms the other half of 
the sheet has none. In a quarto correspond¬ 
ing leaves have either no watermark, or each 
has half of one. With the sewing and water¬ 
marks as a basis, there is rarely any difficulty 
in making out the collation, the first and last 
quires being perhaps the only difficult ones to 
determine with accuracy; it is thus always 
best to settle the arrangement of the inside 
quires first and work from them to the outer

tit was the pernicious custom of many binders in 
the earlier part of the last century when rebinding an 
old book to separate all the leaves and then|fix them 
together in convenient sections, entirely ignoring the 
original “make-up.” 


sections, which are more likely to be muti¬ 
lated. This method of collating by water¬ 
marks is very often useful for detecting 
made-up copies. Notice must always be taken 
of blank leaves which are part of the book. 

Every defect in the text and binding should 
be frankly reported. Very often missing pages 
have been replaced by pages from another copy 
or damaged leaves have been cleverly pieced 
out with facsimiles or by hand, damaged 
illustrations retouched or modern bindings 
substituted for the original ones, etc. All these 
defects in or deviations from the original edi¬ 
tion must be carefully noted and reported. If 
the work contains miniatures or initials or 
other decorative additions to the printed page 
the bookseller must be pardoned even if he 
unduly dwells upon these attractions. The 
binding, maps, plates, woodcuts, in fact any¬ 
thing or everything that has been added to 
the volume to make it more attractive should 
be specially mentioned and described as min¬ 
utely as they deserve to be. 

Previous ownership and the individual his¬ 
tory of a book is of the utmost importance 
and should never be ignored. Notes of these 
appended to the titles should epitomize the 
compiler’s knowledge of the subject, “work¬ 
ing out for the printed book,” as Henry 
Bradshaw says, “the history of the volume 
from the present to the past; to peel off, 
as it were, every accretion, piece by piece, 
entry by entry, making each contribute its 
share of evidence of the book’s history back¬ 
wards from generation to generation; to take 
note of every entry which shows either use, 
or ownership or even the various changes of 
library arrangement, until we get back to the 
book itself as it left the original scriptorium 
or the hands of the scribe; noting how the 
book is made up; how the quires are num¬ 
bered for the binder; how the corrector has 
done his work, leaving his certificate on the 
quire leaf or page, or not, as the case may 
be; how the rubricator has performed his 
part; what kind of handw r riting the scribe 
uses; and finally, to what country or district 
all these pieces of evidence point. . . . The 
quiet building up of facts, the habit of pa¬ 
tiently watching a book, and listening while 
it tells its own story, must tend to produce a 
solid groundwork of knowledge wffiich alone 
leads to that sober confidence before which 
both negative assumption and ungrounded 
speculation, however brilliant, must ulti¬ 
mately fall.” 

As a fair example of treating the title of a 
fifteenth century book for a bookseller’s cat- 
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alogue, we take the following from ‘‘Cata¬ 
logue No. 25 of Old and Rare Books,” pub¬ 
lished by Wilfrid M. Voynich, of London:

Bolanus, Venice, 7 July, 1489 
Extremely rare, and the only edition of a very in¬ 
teresting work on meteorology and astrology. The 
map of the world is described by Nordenskiold on 
P 85. Hain, '*6685. Copinger, '6685. Panzer, 
III, 277, 1228. Proctor, *5184. The only book 
printed by Santritter alone. Burger’s Index, 576. 

Regarding the arrangement of the titles of 
incunabula in a bookseller’s catalogue little 
may be said. If they are run in with other 
titles they may be distinguished in various 
ways, according to the fancy of the cata¬ 
loguer. Usually they are prominently dis¬ 
played in heavy type under a caption calling 
special attention to their age, press, or other 
distinguishing characteristic. In a special cat¬ 
alogue of incunabula the titles are usually ar¬ 
ranged in chronological order under the 
names of the cities where they were printed, 
the latter arranged alphabetically, as Augs¬ 
burg, Basle, Cremona, Leipzig, Milan, etc. In 
exceptional cases fifteenth century books are 
catalogued exclusively in chronological order, 
that is, according to date of publication. Un¬ 
der no circumstances must they be arranged 
in alphabetical order by author or title. 


Everybody’s Magazine for September con¬ 
tains an article on “The Department Store at 
Close Range” which, like all discussions of 
such subjects from the outside, often con¬ 
tribute to the gayety of those who really 
know the subject from the inside. After 
talking entertainingly of the things few people 
really care to know very much about, the 
writer of the article commits the error of 
illustrating one of his statements by an ex¬ 
ample. He is writing of the efforts of the 
buyer to keep stocks low in order that the 
capital invested in his department may be 
kept working—books, for example. “For 
illustration/” says this reporter of department 
store methods, “take the business in books. 
If the buyer is reasonably sure that he can 
sell 200 copies of a certain novel, he doesn’t 


buy that number at once. The publisher 
usually gets seventy-five cents for a book 
that is listed at $1.50, retail. The department 
store buyer orders ten books, for which he 
pays $ 7 - 50 - He sells these books at $1.08 
each—the selling price is as carefully stand¬ 
ardized as everything else in a. department 
store. . . . When the first ten books are sold, 
the buyer orders ten more, paying for them 
out of the sales of the first ten, and so on 
until the demand for the novel is exhausted. 
If he sells the whole 200, he has done a busi¬ 
ness of $216 on a capital of $7.50, and he has 
the profits made on each ten to apply to buy¬ 
ing other books if he wishes.” The writer of 
this should have borne in mind the advice 
given to an eminent j udge by his father-in-law, 
also an eminent jurist: “My son, never ex¬ 
plain your decisions; because, while your de¬ 
cisions, in the main, may be right, your ex¬ 
planations are apt to be wrong.” 


NEWSPAPER PUBLISHERS PROTEST 
AGAINST PRICE OF PAPER. 

After a long discussion and debate cover¬ 
ing all phases of the “white paper situation,” 
the members of the American Newspaper 
Pulishers’ Association passed a resolution at 
a special meeting at the Waldorf-Astoria in 
New York City, on the 18th inst., to take 
steps to obtain relief from the high rates 
charged for paper. 

The white paper situation was described by 
one of the members as the most important 
topic in present day newspaper economics and 
a vital one in the future of the newspapers of 
the country. Recently the prices were ad¬ 
vanced by the independent manufacturers of 
paper, and quotations are said to range from 
$2.50 to $2.75. Some of the great paper con¬ 
cerns are not quoting prices at all, it is stated. 
Production has practically stopped, it is said. 

The more important points contained in the 
preamble of the resolution are as follows: 

In view of the information submitted to the 
American Newspaper Publishers’ Association by its 
committee on paper, indicating that unlawful com¬ 
binations of paper makers have been organized re¬ 
cently, that artificial stimulation of prices has been 
accomplished, and that judicial prohibition of such 
efforts has been disobeyed, the American Newspaper 
Publishers’ Association hereby instructs its commit¬ 
tee on paper to invite the attention of the President 
and the Department of Justice to Ihese movements, 
which we regard as conspiracies in restraint of 
trade, and we give these instructions to the com¬ 
mittee, in order: 

First—That the authority of the existing statutes 
for repression of trade combinations may be in¬ 
voked. 

Second—That the defiance of recent judicial action 
prohibiting participation in such combinations by cer¬ 
tain Western mills may be punished. 

And that the President of the United States may 
be put in possession of information which shall 
equip him to advise Congress of the abuse of tariff 
powers by paper makers. 

This resolution followed: 

Resolved, That it is the sense of this meeting that 
the duty on printing paper, wood pulp and all ma¬ 
terial entering into the manufacture of printing paper 
be immediately repealed.

COPYRIGHT MATTERS. 

COPYRIGHT LAW IN FRANCE. 

President Fallieres, according to an As¬ 
sociated Press despatch, has signed a decree 
appointing an extra parliamentary commis¬ 
sion to inquire into the conditions relating to 
copyright in literary matter. 

The first copyright law of France, which 
also included composers of music, painters 
and designers, dates from July 19, 1793. 
Since then there have been various modifica¬ 
tions introduced, down to 1866, when the 
present law came into force, fixing at fifty 
years from the death of the author the copy¬ 
right in his works, which his heirs or succes¬ 
sors may claim. 

OBITUARY NOTES. 

WILLIAM CROSBY. 

William Crosby, who, as the senior mem¬ 
ber of the firm of William Crosby & H. P. 
Nichols, of Boston, sixty years ago ranked 
among the leading publishers and booksellers 
of this country, died on the 9th inst. at his 
residence, 60 Cedar Street, Roxbury District, 
Boston. _ Mr. Crosby was born in Charles¬ 
town, N. H., in 1819, and went to Boston at 
the age of thirteen to take a position in the 
bookstore of Leonard C. Bowles. He re¬ 
mained with Mr. Bowles, whose daughter he 
married, until 1844, when with his friend, 
Henry P. Nichols, of Salem, (where his 
father, George Nichols, was for many years 
a well-known auctioneer,) he formed the firm 
of William Crosby & H. P. Nichols, settling 
at hi Washington Street. In 1862 Joseph 
Ainsworth was admitted as a partner, and the 
firm became Crosby, Nichols & Co. Shortly 
after that they purchased the book stock and 
good will of John P. Jewett & Co., and re¬ 
moved their business to the Jewett store at 
117 Washington Street, where they remained 
until the firm went out of existence. In i860, 


William Lee, of the old firm of Phillips, 
Sampson & Co., who in that year returned 
from Europe to help wind up the affairs of 
the concern with which he had been con¬ 
nected for years as clerk and partner, joined 
the firm of Crosby, Nichols & Co., which then 
became Crosby, Nichols, I.ee & Co. Two 
years later the firm met with financial diffi¬ 
culties, and then broke up into three separate 
concerns—Crosby & Nichols keeping together 
under the old firm name for about four years, 
when they separated, and Crosby & Ains¬ 
worth took over and continued the wholesale 
business, H. P. Nichols and Henry D. Noyes, 
under the firm name of Nichols & Noyes, 
continuing the retail business. Both firms 
retained the old quarters at 117 Washington 
Street, Nichols & Noyes occupying the front 
of the store and Crosby & Ainsworth the 
rear. Mr. Lee, it will be remembered, went 
into business, in 1862, with his friend, Charles 
A. B. Shepard, under the firm name of Lee 
& Shepard, and located on Washington 
Street, directly opposite the Old South 
Church. About 1885 Mr. Crosby sold out 
his share of the business to A. S. Barnes and 
W. H. Woolworth, of New York City, and 
retired from the book business. A new firm, 
Woolworth, Ainsworth & Co., took over the 
publishing business of Crosby & Ainsworth 
and transferred it to New York City. The 
firm of Nichols & Noyes * was succeeded by 
Noyes, Holmes & Co., who removed to 221 
and 381 Washington Street and afterward 
to Bromfield Street, where, in 1875, they 
were succeeded by Lockwood, Brooks & Co., 
who in turn were succeeded by Cleaves, Mac¬ 
donald & Co. and William Macdonald & Co. 
Mr. Nichols in 1890, then in his seventy- 
fourth year, was run dowm and killed by a 
herdic. 

After the firm of Crosby & Ainsworth was 
dissolved, Mr. Crosby became a partner in 
the wholesale clothing firm of Merrill Bros. 
The firm failed shortly after, and Mr. Crosby 
lost his whole fortune. He was then ap¬ 
pointed to the office of Superintendent of the 
Children’s Mission, a benevolent institution 
conducted by the Unitarians for the reforma¬ 
tion and care of the homeless children of 
Boston. Lie filled this office until two years 
ago, wffien failing health obliged him to retire. 

Mr. Crosby’s firm before it went into bank¬ 
ruptcy had accumulated a fine list of books 
in every department of literature, and had it 
been farsighted enough might easily have 
controlled the books of a number of the 
rising New* England writers who aftenvard 

*There was another bookselling firm with which 
Samuel F. Nichols was connected, that of Nichols 
& Hall, who had no connection or relationship with 
H. P. Nichols. The Nichols & Hall firm were suc¬ 
cessors of Chase & Nichols and Samuel F. Nichols 
at 41 Washington Street. When Mr. Hall joined 
Mr. Nichols and the firm became Nichols & Hall they 
removed to 32 Bromfield Street, where they did a 
large jobbing business and manufactured blank books. 
In 1880 Mr. Nichols dropped out of the firm, his 
place being taken by Charles H. Whiting, the firm 
name becoming Hall & Whiting. In 1883 Mr. Whiting 
took over the entire business and carried it on under 
his own name at 168 Devonshire Street until about 
1890, when he sold out the greater part of his 
miscellaneous books to T. Y. Crowell & Co. and his 
school books to the American Book Company and 
Hinds & Noble. 
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found encouragement at the Old Corner 
Bookstore. As it was, when Longfellow of¬ 
fered Crosby & Nichols the manuscript of his 
“Voices of the Night,” with the stipulation 
that the firm give him a position, it was sum¬ 
marily rejected. The firm always did a 
profitable business, and their imprint may be 
found on the title-pages of books of a high 
standard and value. The most valuable asset 
of their business was the famous Payson, Dun- 
ton and Scribner series of penmanship, which 
alone brought a fortune to the firm and all 
connected with their publication. Their im¬ 
print also appeared on the North American 
Review and other magazines and journals 
famous in their day. 

Frederick George McNally, son of the 
late Andrew McNally, one of the founders 
of the firm of Rand, McNally & Co., and for 
three years the president of that publishing 
house, died on September 16 at his home on 
Park Avenue, Chicago. Physical breakdown, 
due to overwork, was the indirect cause of 
the illness which resulted in his death. Mr. 
McNally was born in Chicago December 20, 
1865, and was educated at the Highland Mili¬ 
tary Academy, from which he was graduated 
with the class of ’84. In the same year he en¬ 
tered the employ of his father’s publishing busi¬ 
ness, beginning as a bill clerk, and advancing 
step by step through the various departments. 
In 1898 he was elected vice-president and au¬ 
ditor, and in 1904 he succeeded his father as 
president. He was also a director of the 
Chicago National Bank, of the Home Savings 
Bank and of the Equitable Trust Company; 
president and a director of the Prairie Farmer 
Publishing Company, the Farm Life Com¬ 
pany, the Vindermere Ranch Company and 
the Neff Laboratory Company. He was a 
member of a number of clubs and was a 
thirty-second degree Mason. 


BOOKTRADE ASSOCIATIONS.

Sir Arthur Conan Doyle, the novelist, 
and Miss Joan Leckie, were quietly married 
on September 18 at St. Margaret’s, West¬ 
minster. Most of England’s literary celebri¬ 
ties were present at a reception at the Hotel 
Metropole after the ceremony. 

John Townsend Trowbridge, the only liv¬ 
ing member of New England’s famous group 
of authors and poets, which included Long¬ 
fellow, Whittier, Emerson, Holmes and 
Lowell, observed on the 18th inst. the eigh¬ 
tieth anniversary of his birth. The aged au¬ 
thor passed the day quietly at his home in 
Arlington, Mass., the only formal observance 
being a reception of his friends. 

BIBLIOGRAPHIC NOTES. 

The State Geological and Natural History 
Survey of Connecticut has brought out a 
“Bibliography of the Geology of Connecticut,” 
by Professor Herbert Ernest Gregory, of 
Yale University. The list of titles is believed 
by the compiler to be practically complete to 
January, 1906, and a few papers of more re¬ 
cent date have been added. Articles in the 
local newspapers and descriptions in text¬ 
books have not been included. In preparing 
the notes an effort has been made wherever 
practicable to give the author’s main conclu¬ 
sions, instead of describing the table of con¬ 
tents, but this is not attempted with the larger 
and more general works. With the exception 
of a few instances, no attempt has been made 
to estimate the value of the various papers, 
and some have been included only because of 
their historic interest. A list of geological 
maps, including those used as illustrations ac¬ 
companying reports, follows the list of papers. 
The articles catalogued number 591. The 
bibliography forms Bulletin No. 8 of the se¬ 
ries and is supplied by George S. Godard, 
State Librarian, Hartford, Conn. (124 p. 8°, 
pap., 20 c.)

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JOURNALISTIC NOTES. 


Tropical and Sub-Tropical America is the 
title of a new monthly magazine devoted to 
the varied interests of South America, Mex¬ 
ico, Central America and the West Indies, to 
be published by the Tropical America Pub¬ 
lishing Company, of 18 Frankfort Street, New 
^ork. The magazine will be under the im¬ 
mediate editorship of G. M. L. Brown, who 
will have as associate W. S. Dunbar, both of 
whom are well known as contributors to the 
leading magazines on Latin-American sub- 
j ects. 

It is rumored, according to the London 
Academy, that at least two English monthly 
magazines will shortly cease publication. ‘‘No 
one who has watched the English magazines 
with any sustained interest during the past 
year or so,” continues the Academy, “can be 
reasonably surprised at the news. There are 
far too many on the market, whilst the in¬ 
creased enterprise shown by various publish¬ 
ing houses in offering the public cheap novels 
at sixpence or sevenpence has added to the 
general competition. Moreover, it is useless 
to deny that the majority of our monthly 
magazines are degenerate productions. Stu¬ 
pidly written and coarsely illustrated, they 
are very frequently even badly printed. 
Judged as a whole they are poorer in every 
respect than the productions of a dozen or 
fifteen years ago. A uniform tendency to 
cheapen our magazines, to appeal to the most 
illiterate and indiscriminating public, becomes 
more apparent with each successive month. 
There are, of course, still a few honorable ex¬ 
ceptions, such as Blackwood’s and the Corn- 
hill, but it is to be noticed with regret that 
several of the more reputable magazines of 
this description have entirely dropped out of 
the struggle for popular favor. Longman’s, 
always quiet and pleasantly written, has been 
dead a year, whilst Macmillan’s is now noth¬ 
ing but an advertising “booklet” for its pub¬ 
lishers. The Pall Mali and the English Illus¬ 
trated appear to have completely "obliterated 
the last traces of their former characteristics. 
Still, it may gratify many people to know 
that the Strand has just successfully com¬ 
pleted its seventeenth year.”

LITERARY AND TRADE NOTES. 

Frederick Warnf. & Co. have just brought 
out “The Old Faith Restated,” by the Rev. 
James Hyde, a minister of the New Church 
in England, who presents the attitude of the 
Swedenborgian church toward Ihe new the¬ 
ology.

teachers, with 75 full-page plates in color. 

The Macmillan Company publishes this 
week three new series of books, each of which 
has some special claim to attention. First in 
importance is a new issue of The Globe Poets, 
in fresh typographical dress and binding.

The second se¬ 
ries is called The Nezv Travel Series, and 
consists of new and uniform editions of cer¬ 
tain favorite illustrated books of travel, such 
as. Dr. Hale’s “Tarry at Home Travels,” 
Alice Morse Earle’s “Stage Coach and Tav¬ 
ern Days,” and Clifton Johnson’s “The Isle 
of the Shamrock.” The third series has the 
significant title Every Boy's and Every Girl's 
Series. It consists of low-priced and attrac¬ 
tive reprints of a number of favorite books 
for children, such as “Alice’s Adventures in 
Wonderland,” “Tom Brown’s School Days,” 
Mabel Osgood Wright’s “Dogtown,” Charles 
Major’s “The Bears of Blue River,” Ernest 
Ingersoll’s “Eight Secrets,” and Beulah Marie 
Dix’s “Merrylips.” They have in prep¬ 
aration an interesting volume of reminis¬ 
cences in Walter Crane’s “An Artist’s Rem¬ 
iniscences,” which may be expected before the 
end of this month.
